11. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants argue the combined references of Tang and Sturm. As stated in the previous Office Action. Tang dicloses a 
repositionable aperture mask 112 (fig. 1). which defines the patterned layers. However. Tana does not explicitly teach that a 
S/D electrode and a gate electrode are defined by one of the first and second electrodes, which use the mask. Sturm cures 
Tang's deficiencies by defining the S/D electrode and the gate electrode. Note that though applicants have attempted to 
incorporate product-bv-process limitation in the claims, the preamble of the present invention's claims describes a device claim 
and the step of using the repositionable aperture mask to further define the first and second electrodes as S/D and gate 
electrodes would produce the same as stated in Sturm. Thus, the examiner maintains the rejection .
